U.S. health officers were stationed there to examine 
everyone coming into Crossett. A person had to possess a clear 


certificate when leaving this inspection post before he could enter 
Crossett. 


This was the year in which the epidemic raged near New 
Orleans. It is reported that in the 1880’s a yellow fever epidemic 
raged from the Gulf Coast as far north as Memphis, Tennessee. 
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Before Crossett was founded a settlement called Petersburg 
was located about six miles southwest of this city. A post office, 
lodge hall, and store were located at this settlement. 
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This photograph was made in 1908, seven miles north of Crossett 
near Whitlow Junction. The engine derailed and overturned the 
previous night. The engineer, Newt HAMMONS, sustained minor 
injuries in the accident. He was taken to the hospital in Crossett by 
Ed HARRIS, now retired, who served 47 years as a railroad man for 
various Crossett interest. Mr. HARRIS has identified the second and 
third man from the right standing on the engine as J. F. DUNCAN, 
Camp foreman, and Sheridan FREER. Second man from left sitting 
on log loader is Joe BOYER. Man standing in front by tracks was a 
Rock Island track-walker.

In 1773 Peter was in Farquier County, VA. He served as an overseer 
at “North Wales,” an estate owned by William ALLASON. In 1775 
he paid personal taxes in Farquier Co., VA. Taxes in 1786 were paid 
on nine slaves. He purchased land in 1775, but his name did appear 
on the 1782 land tax roll. 


According to one of his descendants, Nancy BIBLE, “Peter

The HAGEN family arrived in Baltimore, MD May 14, 1897 on the 
vessel “Aachen”. Richard Gottlieb HAGEN had the following 
siblings: Mrs. Emma MUECKE, or York, NE; Mrs. Hulda SPIECER 
of Pratt, KS; two sisters and a brother in Germany according to the 
obituary of Mary HAGEN in 1954. He served in the Prussian Army 
in 1874 or 1875 and received an Iron Cross Fist Class for 
Marksmanship. While in Germany he was a machinist and worked 
for Dazlebom Lumber Company in MO and Crossett Lumber 
Company in Ashley County, AR. He was naturalized in Missouri. 


H. B. “Bobby” HAGEN remembers getting his first bicycle for 
Christmas at age 5 or 6 in Crossett, AR. His grandfather 
HAGEN (age 69) taught him how to ride and spoke excellent 
English. His grandfather loved beer and made his own 
“homebrew”. It was stored in a large pantry. In the process of 
fermentation the bottles built up a lot of pressure under the caps. 
In some cases, the caps blew off or the bottles exploded and beer 
and glass went everywhere. Of course, grandmother had to clean 
up the mess. He raised canaries in a large cage. A swing was on 
his front porch and was shaded by a large wisteria vine. They 
never owned an automobile. Unfortunately, grandfather talked 
very little about his relatives in Germany or other relatives who 
came to this country. He gave this account of why he came to the 
United States: In the 1880s he was told by a fortune teller that a 
great war would start in the month of April 1914. He did not 
want his three sons to be involved in the German army in a war. 
He gave up the White Owl cigars during the depression and 
smoked a curved pipe. Money and jobs were very scarce. When 
grandfather and grandmother moved from Crossett, AR to 
Monroe, LA they lived with their daughter, Emma and Boydston

“Boy” DOUGLAS. They never owned a radio until they moved 
to Monroe, LA and they never had indoor plumbing. 


Auguste HASSELMANN: Her grandson “Bobby” HAGEN 
remembers that she spoke very little English but was always busy 
around her very clean home. On one occasion in Crossett, AR, he 
“requisitioned” at the age of 5 Or 6 two White Owl cigars from his 
sleeping grandfather. He went to the distant garage and woodshed to 
have a smoke. When the second cigar was about % finished , he 
realized that he was 100% ill. As he approached the house, his 
grandmother came out to help him. She fussed at him in broken 
English and spanked him two or three times. At which point he 
threw up. “Bobby” does not remember visiting his HAGEN 
grandparents very often because his parents moved away from 
Crossett. 


In 1900, Friedrich Wilhelm August HAGEN was employed by 
Dazlebon Lumber Company at the age of 13; in 1920 he was 
employed in Crossett, AR as a saw filer for Lumber Company. His 


son remembers that his father worked very hard to support the family. 


Many times he had to live and work in other towns, leaving his 
family as attested to by the letters his mother saved. He was a 33" 
degree Mason and also a Shriner, a very kind person who never 
smoked nor drank. Although he had no formal schooling beyond the 
age of ten, he was a very well educated man in terms of history, 
geography, English and rudimentary math. He had a wonderful 
memory. He played the trombone and banjo. In the Minstrel Shows, 
(a black-faced singing comedy performed on stage), he had speaking 
and singing parts. He was playing in a band when he and Pearl 
TAYLOR met. The education of their children was always primary 
in their thoughts. He was very conservative and did not believe in 
integrating black and white people. But, he would not tolerate the 
mistreatment of Negros by a white person just because they were 
white. He read the newspaper daily and had strong political beliefs. 
He loved to visit with friends and talk about current events. He 
helped build the Methodist Church in Cedar Grove at the corner of 
68" and Southern Ave. He loved children, was delighted to have 
twin daughters and was proud of them and his son. 
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Louis Arnold HAGEN lived in Chicago, IL as an adult. He has three 
sons: Louis Arnette HAGEN, Benjamin HAGEN, Louis Glen 
HAGEN. 


Richard Edward HAGEN was a café operator. 


There was a daughter who died in Baltimore, MD. Right after they 
arrived in the U.S. The ship’s passenger lists shows a Male child, 
August, age 11 months. It is believed that “August” was a female, 
named for the mother, and the child buried in Baltimore, MD. 


Harry HAGEN and Laura HAGEN were twins. She died before 1920. 
Emma HAGEN resided in Crossett, AR in 1920 and later moved to 
Monroe, LA.

Deeds are a good source for maiden names. In the lower left hand 
corner of most deeds, you will find signatures of two to four 
witnesses, the first one is always from the husband’s side. The next 
witness is from the wife’s side. That is to protect her 1/3 dower right 
under the law. Nothing you ever use will give greater-clues to 
maiden names than witnesses on old deeds. 


Mortgages are another valuable source. In the 1800’s and before, it 
was traditional when the daughter got married, as a part of her dowry, 
for the father to either cover the loan or carry the note for his son-in- 
law. If you know the husband’s name, but not the wife’s maiden 
name, find out to whom they are making mortgage payment. About 
70% of the time it will be the bride’s father.

These interviews were taken by the Crossett Lumber Company 
Personnel Department in 1948 at the request of Peter WATZEK, 
Chairman of the board. 


The people interviewed were the oldest residents in Crossett and the 
surrounding area. 


These accounts are true accounts as remembered by the interviewee. 


A local historical collector gave the saved interviews to William C, 
‘Billy” FINCH. He presented to the Paul Sullins Public Library. 






1901 - present George Pless 
Date Place Subject 
Interviewed by R.M.McCAY On 2-5-48 


I started working in 1894 at Eagle Mills, working about three 
years in the log woods cutting timber. Then I moved to Fordyce 
where I had the same kind of work until 1901 at which time I moved 
to Crossett. They had'just started the first sawmill which was located 
just north of the present A.D.&N. depot. This was a small circle saw 
rig and was used to cut timber for the larger mills to be built later. I 
started driving horses to load logs, about where the present No. 1 and 
2 Sawmills are now. About 2 years later they built what was Later 
known as the Old Hardwood Miil. This was a band saw rig, and at 
the time this mill was put in operation they started building track and 
bought a small locomotive and some log cars. This first one was a 
rod engine, the track extended further away. They added more 
engines and then bought 3 or 4 shays. As soon as they bought their 
first steam loader, I started hooking tongs and later advanced to 
loaderman. About this time they established a camp 2 or 3 miles 
west of town. 
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I was moved to this camp and soon after that an epidemic of 
smallpox broke out; I had a light case but soon recovered. After I 
recovered they asked me to take over the job of waiting on other 
small pox patients. I did this for several months. In 1908 there was a 
yellow fever epidemic in the surrounding territory, but Dr. SPARKS 
quarantined Crossett so closely that no cases broke out in Crossett. 

{ don’t remember what they called this first camp, but it must have 
been small and temporary because there was no store and we had to 


trade at the up-town store. 


Later I ran the light plant at the Hickory Grove Camp. I also 
hostled for the engines. I did this until the camp disbanded. Then | 
moved to Crossett Camp and was put on a top loading job again. | 
did this until a log fell on me. When I got over this injury I was given 
the job of running the light plant at the Crossett Camp. I hostled until 
the camp disbanded, and we all moved to Crossett. I have been 


hostling ever since. 


I remember a Louisiana Camp called the Stevenson Camp, 
and a Mr. HAMILTON was the superintendent. | remember Mr. Levi 
R. WILCOXON as a small boy carrying water to log cutters. He had 
two kegs balanced across a horse and it was his job to borrow water 
from the closest neighbor who had well and would allow him to use 


it. 


[ remember teaching Mr. Ed HARRIS how to fire 
locomotives, and he almost blew one up one time and they sent for 
me to teach him how to use his injector. They did not have a shop at 
first and the engineer and the fireman had to make repairs wherever 
they happened to break down. 


There was a tent about where the Lumber Company Office is 
now, and it housed the store and office. There were other tents for 
sleeping, scattered all over the front of the town. The first house 
built was the one moved to make way for a Lion gasoline station. 
Then they built some houses just south of this. They started the store 
and the Lumber Company Office in about 1902 or 1903. 


In Colored Town the first block in first street was built about 
this same time. We did not have a church for seven or eight years 
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until “Cap” GATES built the Gates Chapel which is the present 
Methodist Church. The second church built a few years later was the 
First Baptist Church. This church is still in use. 


We had to go to the river in order to buy whiskey. They had 
4 boat house anchored in the stream, and maintained a rowboat to 
ferry people out to the whiskey boat. One day they overloaded the 
rowboat and when they got about half way to shore it sank with 
twelve men aboard. One colored man couldn’t swim “a drap”. We 
got the man out but he lost his new gun and we lost all our whiskey. 
At this time the river was bank-full, and we did not get the gun and 
whiskey until next summer when the river went down. This 
boathouse was where Johnson’s Camp is now located just south of 
the river bridge. 


I am 71 years old, have been married 3 times, have 5 children 
and 7 grandchildren, and every one of them look to me for support. 
That is why I have to work and can not retire.

Doctor NORCUTT was the first doctor to work iin the 


Crossett Hospital. House # 117W was built for Dr. NORCUTT. 
This doctor originally came from Wilmar. 


Dr. Joe SPARKS was the second doctor in charge of the 
Hospital. He came straight from medical school and worked under 
Dr. NORCUTT until the latter person left. 


Dr. SPARKS chose as his assistants Dr. D. H. WILKES, Dr. 
Vines, and Dr. Walter MATHEWS. Dr. VINES did principally 
all the camp work. 
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It has been related that Dr. ARRINGTON also 
practiced in Crossett during the early years and that he rendered 
service to principally Negroes. 

Dr. SPARKS left Crossett in 1920 to go to Texas and he was 
succeeded by Dr. C. E. SPIVEY. 


When Dr. SPIVEY arranged for this hospital, the camp 
people were not included in the services rendered, but this was later 
arranged by Mr. L. R. WILCOXON. 


Dr. SPARKS was particularly interested in mosquito control 
and he saw to it personally that every preventative measure was taken 


to rid Crossett and its camps of mosquitoes. Dr. SPARKS trained Dr. 


VINES in this work and Dr. VINES is said to have done much 
mosquito control work at the camps.

Mr. B. L. BELL died this morning from pneumonia. 


Death has recently claimed three members of the Meeks family, near

Francis and Baldwin ROCKETT arrived in Virginia and 
received a patent for land in Goochland County on December 11, 
1728. Francis ROCKETT returned to England where died April 21, 
1749. Baldwin ROCKETT died in July of 1731 but left 5 children: 
Richard, Baldwin, Francis Jr., John and Ware. 


Richard ROCKETT, Sr., married Eleanor Elizabeth 
ABERNATHY, but had no children by her. He then married Martha 


Rose SADLER by whom he had daughter Sarah, son Richard Jr., and 
son James William. 


Richard ROCKETT JR.., married Mary ABERNATHY and 
Martha Giggin McCLURE and by the latter had ten children the last 
of whom was Martha Dulcenia ROCKETT who married Robert 
Withers DOWNEY on November 5, 1865, at the residence of her 
father, Richard ROCKETT at Jonesboro, Alabama, Jefferson County. 
Elder James GRIMES performed the rites. 


The Downey’s moved to Arkansas about 1847 to the Prairie 
Chapel neighborhood about 5 miles southwest of Lacy in Ashley 
County, close to Longview on the Saline River. 


The date the PHILLIPS family arrived in Ashley county is not 
known.

Letter from Martha Dulcenia ROCETT, wife of Robert Withers 
DOWNEY, to Margaret “Maggie” Downey PHILLIPS. At the time 
the letter was written Maggie was a bride of four months and lived 
about four miles from her parents, brothers and sisters. This 
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document tells the day to day things that make up the life of this 
family and community in Ashley County. 


Home, November 8", 1895 
Maggie, darling, 

I will try to answer your letter, as all the writing falls on me, 
and I am such a poor hand. I am not feeling well at all this evening. 
My head aches and I have a very bad cold. All the rest are well. Iam 
so glad that you are well and getting along all right. Charlie’s family 
(meaning the family of Charlie E. HASKEW, cousins..) are all very 
well now. Lizzie (his wife) has missed her chills and is looking real 
well. Aunt Capers (Anna Capers DOWNEY, old maid sister of the 
writer’s husband) is down, she spent the day with me Thursday. She 
seems to miss you so much, and expressed the wish several times 
through the day that she could see you. 


I heard from John and Katie (Maggie’s brother and wife) 
through Doctor HUGHES when he came over, and then I got a letter 
from John last night. John (her son, John Rockett DOWNEY) is in a 
bad shape. He has lost two weeks works on account of a rising on his 
hand and says he will probably loose another. He had.his hand 
lanced three times and lost sleep with it. He has the blues real bad, 
says he can’t work and is getting deeper in debt, and they can’t get 
their things, and he can’t get no one to gather his crop. I couldn’t 
hardly sleep last night. Your Pa can’t help him none, but he said he 
would go and take their things to them if he had some new clothes, 
and could get a wagon, but I do not know how your Pa can leave 
home. He has his own crop to gather. 


We have got our molasses made after a hard struggle. 
Kimbrow was here from Wednesday morning till last night. Your 
uncle John and Will WITHERS (John Cook DOWNEY, JR., and 
Will WITHERS son of Robert James WITHERS) hauled their cane 
here and made theirs. John’s family are all well but Dock (John’s 
wife, Dorcas Ann CALLAWAY). She is suffering with her old 
complaint, Dispepsia. John said he was going to bring her up to stay 
with Lizzie (Charley HASKEW’S wife) and me some. 


Yes! John LAMBERT, poor fellow, is gone. Your Pa was 
there the night he died (October 29, 1895). He died so hard. He 
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begged your Pa to get his Winchester and shoot him. I heard that he 
told Willie (his wife Willie Jeter LAMBERT) that he was not afraid 
to die. We can only hope that he is better off. Willie took his death 
hard. He left her very well provided for. He has made a good deal of 
money at Longview and he took out a $2,000 Policy for her benefit in 
the Night of Honor Society. 


I think your dress is so pretty and your mother’s, (perhaps she 
means her husbands mother, Eliza Virginia PHILLIPS) too. I am 
glad your mother reached her destination in safety. 


I think Lillie Bell (doll belonging to youngest daughter, 
Maud,. Age 10 at the time this letter was written. This is a lovely 
china doll place of manufacture unknown. She is unique that her 
bonnet has been cast in china along with the hair and face of the doll. 
The doll is now in the possession of Virginia Pierce GATEWOOD 
and is about 80 years old) looks sweet and so also, looks like she 
might have enjoyed her visit. Maude is not here to see her. She is at 
Charlie’s but she will nearly have a fit when she comes. She has 
seemed to miss her doll so much (apparently the doll, Lillie Bell had 
been sent to Fountain Hill for new clothes and is now back). Lucy has 
a new dress too (the second eldest daughter). She will make it this 
week. 


Annie CRAIN was here this morning. She is very blue about 
Bowman. She has not heard from him in nearly two months. She has 
wrote to him several times but got no answer. She is needing shoes 
and clothes. I know she would be so glad to stay with you some. She 
has such a hard time. (Annie CRAIN has two brothers, Bowman and 
John CRAIN. John is the father of Maysel CRAIN of Lacey. The 
Crain children’s mother was a Haskew. She died early and the 
children were raised by Charles E. HASKEW and his wife Elizabeth 
S. DERTON. Charles E. HASKEW is a son of Anna Eliza 
WITHERS and Peter HASKEW of whom we will write later. Annie 
CRAIN never married and now lives at Hamburg. John CRAIN lives 
at Lacey. Bowman seems to have disappeared). 


I got a letter from Sis last night. They were all well. Ray 
was able to be on crutches. She did not write any news. 
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Lucy got a letter from Carl, too. | am afraid Carl (unknown) 
is a bad boy. Mr. KIMBREW seemed to miss you all the time. Said I 
ought to send for you to skim molasses. He called Lucy - Maggie - 
nearly all the time. He and Lucy did the skimming. Maggie, Queene 
has a little calf. Wasn’t she smart! 


I am so anxious to get the corn and cotton gathered, so the 
cows can go into the field. We have not gathered the peanuts yet. I 
have a few at the house and will send them to you. You and Marvin 
must come over soon, and have a big time eating them parched. I 
want to see you so bad. 


John said he was due you and Charlie both a letter but could 
not write you yet, that his hand was so sore. He made a bad out 
writing to me. I am troubled about John. I wish he would come 
home and stay with me. My doors and my arms, will ever be open 
for my precious children. (John had been married about ten months, 
his wife was pregnant) 


Well, dear, I reckon I must better wind up. I am sitting by the 
fire, writing on my lap, to keep my feet warm. I am afraid I will have 
a bad night with my head. Lucy and Mr. AVERY (later to marry but 
now a courting couple) are gone down to Charlie’s now. Maude has 
just come in. She is just perfectly delighted. She has kissed Lillie 
Bell 40 times, nearly and raved over the scraps, and is now reading 
your letter. She can read your letters till she learns them by heart, 
nearly. 


Give my love to Marvin, and accept a very large portion 
yourself. Do not be uneasy about me. Be sure to write by the next 
mail. It seems a long time between.
